CRIME Alberta has never 
before seen more 
homicides than in 2008. 

Last year, 53 people 
were murdered in the 
province, a figure that 
nearly doubles 2007’s rate, 
when 23 people were 
killed. 

Of all the murders com¬ 
mitted in 2008, seven 
were on the Hobbema re¬ 
serve, a community with a 
meagre population of 
12 , 000 . 

Statistics released 
yesterday from the 
Edmonton RCMP show 
that 14 of the murders re¬ 
sulted from domestic vio¬ 
lence.

Chief targets morale 

Boyd says new hires will help relieve overworked cops

News about half of all em¬ 
ployees who admitted in a 
survey they considered 
quitting the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service within the last 
year shouldn’t deter people 
from pursuing a career in 
law enforcement, said Ed¬ 
monton’s top cop in an in¬ 
terview with Metro this 
week. 

Edmonton Police Chief 
Mike Boyd said issues about 
low morale and huge work¬ 
loads that are pushing 
some to consider leaving 


the service is only a tempo¬ 
rary issue as police are cur¬ 
rently training more than 
100 new recruits to fill va¬ 
cant positions left by retir¬ 
ing officers. 

“In the short term, there 
is no question that our offi¬ 
cers, within two to three 
years in particular, their 
work and family life hasn’t 
been in the kind of bal¬ 
ance,” said Boyd. 

“But 1 think in the next 
10 months, we are going to 
start to see these issues di¬ 
minish, whereby officers 
will be able to enjoy for the 
next however how many 
years they want to be mem¬ 


bers of the Edmonton Police 
Service.” 

Boyd said the service is in 
a period of transition and 
many officers are feeling 
the pinch when it comes to 
overtime, but added city 
cops and those just joining 
the service will get new 
supports not seen in many 
cities across the country. 

Those supports could in¬ 
clude childcare, something 
that could be a huge incen¬ 
tive for those considering a 
career in policing, said 
Boyd. 

“We want to do some 
things that are innovative, 
in another means of saying 


‘come to the EPS,’” said 
Boyd. 

Bill Pitt, a criminologist at 
Grant MacEwan, says the 
Edmonton Police Service is 
in “need of immediate and 
long-term help.” 

“Edmonton has been un¬ 
derstaffed for 10 years, and 
there is simply no more 
give in the organization, so 
here we are almost at the 
breaking point,” said Pitt. 

“We need all levels of gov¬ 
ernment to sit down and 
see what can be done im¬ 
mediately to assist this or¬ 
ganization and a long-term 
plan to ensure we don’t get 
into this situation again.”

BYLAW Drivers caught idling 
their vehicles longer than 
three minutes can expect a 
fine of $250 under a new 
bylaw proposed by city 
council. 

In a city report released 
Thursday, drivers can also 
face fines for idling a vehi¬ 
cle for three minutes in to¬ 
tal in a 30-minute period. 

And if motorists are 
found to be repeat offend¬ 
ers, they could face higher 
fines of up to $10,000 by 
the courts under the 
Municipal Government Act. 

The report says bylaw of¬ 
ficers will also depend on 
citizens to snitch on drivers 
who idle for long periods in 
order for the officers to 
make a charge. 

“No physical inspection 
will be undertaken, only 
verification of information 
provided through a witness 
statement,” read the report. 
“The complainant will be 
required to attend court if 
the matter is contested.” 

Motorists are allowed to 
let their vehicles idle for 
longer than three minutes 
in frigid weather like 
what’s been seen in 
Edmonton in recent weeks, 
but no limits have been set 
on how long it can be left 
running when 
temperatures are colder 
than -lO’G.

A generous donation has 
made healthy, beating 
hearts a standard in dozens 
of city schools. 

The Legion of Frontiers¬ 
men of the Commonwealth, 
a humanitarian organiza¬ 
tion, has donated $80,000 to 
equip 28 high schools with 
portable defibrillators. 

“We’re thrilled,” said Ed¬ 
monton Catholic Schools 
spokeswoman Lori Nagy. 
“The health and safety of 
our students is always our 
first priority, and this helps 
us to ensure we have a life¬ 
saving device available in 
case of an emergency.” 

The donation comes after 
hockey player Trevor Forest 
fell to the ground during 
practice at a NAIT hockey 
arena in October. 

A quick-thinking team¬ 
mate grabbed a portable de¬ 
fibrillator off the wall, and 
gave Forest a life-saving 
shock that would ensure 
that he live to play another 
game. 

“It’s fantastic,” he said yes¬ 


terday. “I wouldn’t be here if 
one hadn’t been put into the 
school to start with.” 

Twenty of the units are 
bound for public high 
schools. Eight are headed for 
Catholic schools. 

Teachers have been given 
half-day classes to learn how 


to operate the devices in 
case an emergency situation 
should arise. 

Though instances of 
teenagers needing the assis¬ 
tance of the devices are rare, 
the organization plans to ex¬ 
pand their program, in an ef¬ 
fort to get the devices to 


schools outside of Edmonton. 

“For what it’s worth, a 
heart attack can happen any 
time,” Forest said. “I suppose 
you wouldn’t think of young 
adults as being susceptible, 
but it really can happen to 
anyone when they least ex¬ 
pect it.” 


Unclaimed tickets hitting the landfill? 


LOTTO Thousands of uncol¬ 
lected lottery dollars could 
be filling landfills each year. 

Though jackpots in draw- 
based lottery tickets roll 
over if not claimed, money 
allocated for Scratch ’n Win 
tickets are divvied up be¬ 
tween all tickets printed. 

If a winning, unsigned 
ticket is tossed in the trash 
by someone who doesn't re¬ 


alize they've won, the pur¬ 
chaser gives up all rights to 
that ticket as it leaves their 
hand. 

“If you find an unsigned 
lottery ticket, then, yes, 
anyone can claim it,” said 
Alberta Gaming and Liquor 
Commission spokeswoman 
L 3 mn Hutchings-Mah. 

She added the only real 
way to protect tickets is to 


sign them on the back, and 
said many retailers won’t 
redeem lottery tickets that 
aren’t signed. 

Western Canadian Lot¬ 
tery Corp. spokeswoman 
Andrea Marantz said there's 
no way to tell how many 
winning tickets get thrown 
away accidently, not all 
tickets are sold through the 
course of a game. 


Self-serve ticket checking 
machines were installed 
everywhere lottery tickets 
are sold in the fall of 2007. 
At first, the machines could 
only validate Super 7 or 
Lotto 6-49 tickets, and have 
recently been modified to 
validate Scratch ’n Win 
tickets.

Blackmore claims charges 
are religious persecution 

B.C. sect leader says arrests made for political reasons

One of the men facing 
polygamy charges in the 
British Columbia commu¬ 
nity of Bountiful said 
Thursday he’s being perse¬ 
cuted for his religion. 

Winston Blackmore, 
who allegedly has more 
than 20 wives, told re¬ 
porters in Creston, B.C., 
that he was being charged 
for political reasons. He 
said the timing of the 
charges was intended to 
help the current B.C. gov¬ 
ernment “grandstand” 
ahead of this spring’s 


provincial election. 

“Persecution has always 
been about politics,” 
Blackmore said. “This is 
not about polygamy.” 

Polygamy is illegal in 
Canada, a ban that Black- 
more claims violates his 
religious freedom as guar¬ 
anteed by Canada’s Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms. 

Edmonton’s Nancy 
Mereska, co-ordinator of 
Stop Polygamy in Canada, 


said she “absolutely re¬ 
jects” Blackmore’s claim. 

“Polygamy is not about 
religion,” she said. “It’s 
about the power of men 
over women and chil¬ 
dren.” 

She added that Part 1 of 
the Charter says the rights 
listed are subject to the 
laws of Canada. 

“They can have whatev¬ 
er religious belief they 
want, but when they prac¬ 
tise a belief that is against 


the law, they are commit¬ 
ting a crime.” 

Mereska said she be¬ 
lieves that more charges 
are coming. 

“I can see this going to 
the Supreme Court of 
Canada in about seven 
years, and I’m confident 
the Supreme Court is go¬ 
ing to uphold our laws 
against polygamy.” 

The other man facing 
polygamy charges is James 
Oler, the leader of a rival 
faction in Bountiful who 
allegedly has two wives.

Obama urges stimulus 


U.S. president-elect Barack 
Obama warned yesterday 
the U.S. economy could 
stay mired in recession for 
years without bold action, 
and he urged lawmakers 
to work day and night to 
pass a massive stimulus 
plan. 

Obama, who takes office 
Jan. 20, promised to set a 
new economic course and 


to quickly toughen the fi¬ 
nancial regulatory system. 

“1 don’t believe it’s too 
late to change course, but 
it will be if we don’t take 
dramatic action as soon as 
possible,” Obama said at 
George Mason University 
in Fairfax, Va. 

“If nothing is done, this 
recession could linger for 
years. The unemployment 


rate could reach double 
digits.” 

But he gave few new de¬ 
tails about the package of 
tax cuts and public-works 
spending likely to cost 
$800 billion US or more. 

Obama is seeking ap¬ 
proval by mid-Februaiy of 
the stimulus package he is 
crafting with the Demo- 
cratic-led Congress, reuters

Spenders turn savers 

Bank deposits rise as economy heads south 


Canadians are hunkering 
down and saving more 
money, sparking a swell in 
deposits, said bank execu¬ 
tives at an industry confer¬ 
ence in Toronto yesterday. 

Bank of Montreal has al¬ 
ready boosted its share of 
deposits and predicts that 
consumers will be more 
inclined to save than bor¬ 
row this year.

Retailers brace for fallout

BLU-RAY DVD revenue in the 
United States fell eight per cent 
in 2008, but a new report proj¬ 
ects it's only a matter of time 
before Blu-ray begins to com¬ 
pensate for declining returns 
from traditional discs.

B uying a new 
house is probably 
the biggest pur¬ 
chase you will 
ever make. It’s 
supposed to come with 
peace of mind, both finan¬ 
cially and structurally. But 
some Canadians who 
bought new homes dur¬ 
ing the housing boom are 
just now finding out that 
new doesn’t always mean 
trouble-free. And that 
could be a lot of people. 
Even with the economic 
slowdown, more than 
83,600 new homes will be 
built in Canada this year.

their new home for just 
three years. But within 
two weeks of moving in, 
part of their basement 
floor caved in. Within the 
next few months, they 
compiled a list of 
more than 
100 prob¬ 
lems, in¬ 
cluding se¬ 
rious leaks, an un¬ 
steady roof and 
shaky floors. So in ad¬ 
dition to the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars 
spent on their new 
home, they had to spend 
thousands more to start 
fixing their house. 

How does a new home 
become a fixer-upper? As 
with most things, you 
have to do a lot of work to 
make sure that what you 


are getting is a quality 
product. 

For the Wests, the prob¬ 
lems started before they 
took possession. The City 
of Hamilton didn’t issue a 
building permit, which is 
required by law, until 
five months after con¬ 
struction began. That 
means the builder started 
work on the house with¬ 
out the building plans re¬ 
viewed by the city. 

If the Wests were buy¬ 
ing a new toaster, they 
could just take it back. 
But it’s not as easy to 
do that with a new 
house. Instead, the 
Wests began a 
fight with their 
builder, the City 
of Hamilton, 
and Tarion (On¬ 


tario’s new-home warran¬ 
ty program). In the end, 
they received a settlement 
from Tarion, but their 
fight still isn’t settled 
with the builder or the 
city. 

If you’re worried about 
getting sunk with a mon¬ 
ey pit of a brand new 
home, there are things 
you can do: 

Get references from 
your builder. Before buy¬ 
ing, make sure your real- 
estate lawyer checks for 
any liens against the 
house and that an occu¬ 
pancy permit has been is¬ 
sued. Check that all build¬ 
ing permits are issued. 
Get an independent in¬ 
spector to check your 
home before you take pos¬ 
session.

Good men needed to raise good men

As Edmonton was prepar¬ 
ing to greet its first baby 
of 2009 and the start of a 
new life to be lived, the 
life of someone else’s baby 
was coming to an abrupt 
end in a pool of blood in 
the middle of 51st Avenue. 

It’s a sign of the times 
that the first baby of the 
new year led that day’s 
news coverage. In Edmon¬ 
ton, the murder of an 18- 
year-old man isn’t front¬ 
page news anymore. 

When 1 first learned of 
the murder of Steven Lee 
Mills, 1 might have just 
shaken my head and won¬ 


dered what our city was 
coming to. But not in this 
case. 1 knew Steven. 

Steven had been a guest 
in my home. He had slept 
under my roof. He had 
eaten my food. 1 had 
sometimes driven him 
home to make sure he ar¬ 
rived safely. Over the 
years, 1 watched Steven 
change from an obstreper¬ 
ous nine-year-old to a 
young man with issues 
and a child of his own. 
From the moment 1 met 
him, 1 knew that life was 
going to be tough on 
Steven. But 1 didn’t for 
one moment think he 
would become Edmon¬ 
ton’s last murder of 2008. 

Steven wasn’t an angel. 
But neither was he a devil. 
He wasn’t a gang banger. 
He wasn’t a drug dealer. 
He wasn’t a career crimi¬ 
nal. He was just a man/boy 
trying to make his way in

the world. Though he was 
the architect of much of 
his misfortune, he did not 
deserve such an ignomin¬ 
ious end. 

The majority of this 
city’s homicides are about 
young men killing other 
young men. Add to that 
the endless stories of 
theft, vandalism, bullying 
and assaults and it’s clear 
many of our young men 
are failing us. But 1 believe 
that’s because we are fail¬ 
ing many of them. 

Men learn to be good 


men from good men. Too 
many boys are left to navi¬ 
gate the shoals of a chal¬ 
lenging and complex 
world without good men 
to guide them. As a result, 
they look to solve their 
problems with fists, 
knives, guns and gangs. 
The police alone cannot 
change this. Schools alone 
cannot change this. Social 
services alone cannot 
change this. They need 
the help of good men to 
solve this problem. We 
need more men — fathers 
— uncles — brothers — 
neighbours — to step up 
to the plate and make a re¬ 
al difference. 

That’s what good men 
do.

Running down a dream

As a single mother of 
three, it goes without 
saying that Denise 
Robson does plenty of 
running around. 

But Robson is not just a 
single mother of three; 
she’s also the fastest 40- 
and-older marathoner in 
Canadian history. And for 
her, running around in¬ 
volves a lot more than the 
traditional duties of par¬ 
enthood. 

The 40-year-old Nova 
Scotia woman fits in train¬ 
ing whenever she can: 
Shorter runs on her lunch 
breaks; longer 12-kilome¬ 
tre runs from her office to 
her home after she’s done 
work. 



“1 shake my head all the 
time,” Robson groans at 
how she manages train¬ 
ing with girls aged eight, 

10 and 12. “1 have to bal¬ 
ance things because it’s 
important my run¬ 
ning time isn’t tak¬ 
ing away 

from my 

time with 
my 
kids.” 

Rob¬ 
son 

was a 
cross¬ 
country 
runner 
during her 
university 
days, but quit 
“cold turkey” 

19 years ago. It 
wasn’t until five 
years ago that 


she took it back up. She 
had no grand visions 
of running a 42.2- 
kilometre 
marathon. She was 
going through 
a separation 
and just want¬ 
ed to relieve 
some stress. 
“A co¬ 
worker 
asked me 
to join 
them for 
a lunch¬ 
time 
run,” 
she re¬ 
calls. “1 
thought, 

Denise Robson quali¬ 
fied for the Boston 
Marathon on her first 
try. 


‘Hmm, why not? Some 
time away from my desk, 
some fresh air? It would do 
me good.’” 

Five months later, Rob¬ 
son entered the Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island Marathon 
“just to say I’d done it.” 

“It was totally as a lark,” 
she says. 

It turned out to be a lot 
more than that. She was 
the fastest woman in the 
P.E.l. Marathon with a time 
of three hours, 13 min¬ 
utes, and qualified for the 
Boston Marathon — some¬ 
thing that usually takes 
years of training — by 
more than 30 minutes. 

“Everyone was like, ‘OK, 
wait a minute, you’ve got 
something here, Denise,”’ 
she says. “It’s been an ad¬ 
diction ever since.” 

Her times improved con¬ 


tinuously, and last month, 
she smashed the country’s 
17-year-old masters record 
(and her personal best) by 
more than three minutes, 
running the California In¬ 
ternational Marathon in 
Sacramento in 2:41:12. 

Robson was taken 
aback when she was in¬ 
formed a week after the 
marathon that she had 
made history. 

“1 was like, ‘You’ve got 
the wrong person here. 
Are you kidding me, 2:41 is 
the record? Great, but I’m 
gonna be faster next year,”’ 
says Robson. 

“I’m living a dream at 40 
that 1 should have been liv¬ 
ing at 20,” she says. “1 
missed that opportunity at 
20, so now I’m going to 
run with it as far as 1 can, 
no pun intended.”

All art imitates life and 
nowhere is this adage 
more resonant than in di¬ 
rector Darren Aronofsky’s 
latest peek into the dark¬ 
er recesses of the human 
heart, The Wrestler. 

The film follows the 
lonely twilight days of for¬ 
mer wrestling superstar 
Randy (The Ram) Robinson 
as he desperately attempts 
to grapple with age, ego 
and the physical toll his 
profession has racked 
against his body. 

But the film’s real fasci¬ 
nation — it opens next Fri¬ 
day — lies in the eerie 
manner in which The 
Ram’s misfortunes echo 
those of the man who plays 
him: ’80s movie icon Mick¬ 
ey Rourke, who delivers a 
dynamic, career-best per¬ 
formance that has Oscar

written all over it. 

Once considered the heir 
apparent to both Marlon 
Brando and Robert DeNiro, 
Rourke — after starring in 
such tough, uncompromis¬ 
ing cult favorites as Diner, 
The Year of the Dragon, An¬ 
gel Heart and Barfly — en¬ 
dured a plethora of public 
humiliations (his rocky re¬ 
lationship with ex-wife 
Carre Otis is well-docu¬ 


mented) before abandon¬ 
ing his craft to pursue his 
first love, boxing. By the 
time he returned to the 
screen in the late ’90s, the 
party was long over. 

Screenwriter Robert 
Siegel wrote the part of 
The Ram specifically for 
Rourke, basing the charac¬ 
ter on his own admiration 
for the actor’s past cine¬ 
matic glories. 

The Wrestler — which 
sees Rourke delivering a 
shattering emotional and 
physical performance — 
marks the official return 
of the once-troubled actor 
to the Holl 5 ^ood big 
leagues. 

“It feels strange, very 
strange and almost painful¬ 
ly nice,” says Rourke about 
his career renaissance. “1 
behaved terribly in those 
early days ... I’ve been for¬ 
tunate enough along the 
way to have access to good 
advice to make changes in 
my life. 1 just didn’t think 
it was going to take me 10 
years to work it all out.” 


James dreams big with Cop

run on TV’s The King of 
Queens, Kevin James now 
has big plans to become a 
movie star. To some, that 
may sound like a lofty goal 
but not to the 43-year-old 
comic.

“Jackie Gleason was a 
guy who could move and 
was a big guy,” James im¬ 
mediately said when asked 
of his idols during a recent 
interview.

enjoyed how they moved 
and their style.” 

If James doesn’t achieve 
his heroes’ level of fame, it 
surely isn’t for lack of 
physical ability. In his new 
big-screen comedy Paul 
Blart: Mall Cop (in theatres 
next Friday) James plays a

bumbling unarmed securi¬ 
ty guard who must defend 
his shopping centre from a 
gang of gun-wielding ter¬ 
rorists. In the process, he 
falls 45 feet through a glass 
skylight, gets punched out 
by a woman and wipes out 
into several large objects. 

“We wanted it to be real¬ 
ly, really physical and make 
it an action-comedy and we 
did, we went hard,” said 
James, who also co-wrote 
the film. “1 went crazy for 


this movie because 1 said, 
‘this is my idea, if I’m going 
to be out on the line. I’m 
going to push it’ and we 
certainly did.” 

One such stunt involved 
running face-first into a 
glass door, a stunt that not 
only looks incredibly 
painful but involved James 
ricocheting back and flip¬ 
ping head over heels. 

“That was a little in¬ 
sane,” laughs James. “1 hit 
it hard. 1 just wanted to 
make it look real and it 
was real.” 

Blart’s other comic de¬ 
vice is his trusty Segway, 
the two-wheeled personal 
transporter many security 
personnel now possess in 
American malls. 

“1 laughed so hard when 
1 saw (mall cops) on these 
things,” James admitted, 
insisting the first sight of 
him on the transporter 
was perhaps even more pa¬ 
thetic but a perfect gag for 
the film. “1 look like Hitch¬ 
cock floating basically — 
that’s all it was, just a mass 
floating by.”

Next week, as horror 
movie fans across the 
globe prepare to get a 
torrent of blood, pick axes 
and various viscera splat¬ 
tered onto their laps in 
Patrick Lussier’s 3-D 
remake of My Bloody 
Valentine, it’s a good 
time to reflect on the fact 
that director George Mi- 
halka’s original 1981 mad 
miner slasher epic was a 
prime piece of Canadian 
shock. 

The original — shot in 
Sydney Mines, N.S. — was 
one of many northern 
frights whose international 
popularity helped shape 
one of the most fascinating 
periods in our film history. 
Yep, Canada was once a 
major hub for horror. 

The first kick at the 
creepy Can-con can came 
with 1961’s The Mask, a 
lowbrow 3-D picture that 
opened the gates for a glo-

rious wave of eerie ex¬ 
ploitation filmmaking. 

Later, a couple of enter¬ 
prising Montreal-based cin- 
ema-slingers, John Dun¬ 
ning and Andre Link, 
formed Cinepix, a distribu¬ 
tion house that released 
Rung Fu (they were the 
first outfit to distribute 
Bruce lee films in North 
America), horror and sex 
comedies and would make 
the most profound impact, 
discovering both Ivan Reit- 
man (who unleashed the 
cult Eugene Levy/Andrea 
Martin gore classic Canni¬ 
bal Girls in 1973) and per¬ 
haps most importantly, 
David Cronenberg. 

It was Dunning and Link 
— Canada’s equivalent to 
American International 
Pictures — who funded ear¬ 
ly icky Cronenberg efforts, 
like 1975’s Shivers and the 
following year’s Rabid; tire¬ 
lessly defending his contro¬ 
versial work and helping to 


put the young auteur on 
the map. 

Cinepix would eventual¬ 
ly spit out scads of unsa¬ 
vory fare like the legendary 
lisa She W^olf of the SS (it’s 
rumoured that Reitman 
himself wrote that grue¬ 
some film under a pseudo¬ 
nym) and would capitalize 


on the stalk and slash 
trend sparked by both Hal¬ 
loween and the far bloodi¬ 
er Friday the 13th with J. 
Lee Thompson’s shish ke- 
bob abusing Happy Birth¬ 
day To Me and, of course. 
My Bloody Valentine. 

Though Dunning and 
Link weren’t the only ones 


making waves in the 
realms of the weird — Bob 
Clark’s landmark 1975 
thriller Black Christmas 
still stands as the quintes¬ 
sential Canadian stomach 
turner — their joyously un- 
PC efforts were ground¬ 
breaking. 

And these days, with

REVIEW Clint Eastwood 
thinks America’s gone soft 
and he wants you to know 
it. First, the 78-year-old act¬ 
ing legend told Esquire 
Magazine that people were 
“tougher” when he was a 
kid and that much of his 
“childhood was spent 
punching the bullies out.” 

Now, with his latest dra¬ 
ma Gran Torino, Eastwood 
puts his words into deeds 
playing bigoted veteran 
Walt Kowalski, a character 
that perhaps, like Clint 
himself, would rather put 
up than shut up. 

Kowalski just wants to 
be left alone but as he sits 
on his porch sipping beer, 
lamenting the disregard of 
youth and the growing eth¬ 
nicity of his neighborhood. 
He soon reluctantly finds 
himself developing a 
chummy relationship with 
his Hmong neighbors after 
he scares off pestering 
gangbangers with a shot¬ 
gun grumbling, “Get off 
my lawn.”

If that slice of dialogue 
sounds like it was uttered 
by Eastwood’s own Dirty 
Hariy, it’s certainly not by 
mistake. In fact. Gran Tori¬ 
no is an obvious tribute to 
the toughness of East¬ 
wood’s career. Kowalski is¬ 
n’t so much a character as 
he is the S 3 mibol of an era 
and this film, a moral les¬ 
son of changing times. Per¬ 
haps because of this. Gran 
Torino’s set-up does feel 
somewhat mawkish, even 
satirical at times. 

While Eastwood is agoniz¬ 
ingly fun to watch — think 
Archie Bunker with a trigger 
finger — Torino’s morality 
feels heavy-handed and tone 
uneven. Sure, it plays out 
like a eulogy to a tremen¬ 
dous career but while East¬ 
wood’s surely worth cele¬ 
brating, I’m not convinced 
his Gran Torino is.

Walking down the aisle 

Weddings are a movie staple, can define tone of film 


Jewish resistance comes 
to light in Zwick's Defiance 


S ince the beginning 
of filmed entertain¬ 
ment, 25,367 wed¬ 
dings have been 
portrayed on the 
big screen. 

OK, I just made that 
number up; it’s probably 
way more than that. It 
seems the only thing peo¬ 
ple enjoy more than going 
to a wedding is seeing a 
wedding on the big screen. 
At least that’s what the 
producers of this week¬ 
end’s Bride Wars are bank¬ 
ing on. 

Weddings are a movie 
staple and as Katrina On- 
stadt pointed out on 
cbc.ca, they can define the 
tone of the whole film. 
“(A) movie that starts with 
a wedding will always be 
gloomier than that which 
ends with one,” she wrote. 

It’s an astute observa¬ 
tion. Comedies tend to 
build up to the big ceremo¬ 
ny while dramas often use 
the walk down the aisle as

a starting point for con¬ 
flict. The elaborate wed¬ 
ding sequence that kicks 
off The Deer Hunter is the 
opening salvo in a movie 
Roger Ebert called “a pro¬ 
gression from a wedding 
to a funeral.” Once again, 
the going gets grim after 
the 1 dos. 

Probably the most fa¬ 
mous wedding in film his¬ 
tory, though, is one that 
never gets to the vows. The 
wedding scene at the end 
of The Graduate is a classic 
but the scenes that make it 
memorable weren’t shot 
as originally planned. 

Director Mike Nichols 
originally intended for 


Benjamin (Dustin Hoff¬ 
man) to loudly bang on the 
church windows to disrupt 
the wedding between his 
love, Elaine (Katharine 
Ross), and her intended, 
but in rehearsal the win¬ 
dows rattled so ominously 
someone panicked and 
yelled, “Everybody out!” 
Hoffman suggested spread¬ 
ing his arms out and cau¬ 
tiously tapping on the 
glass with open hands. 
“The clincher,” Hoffman 
said, “was the reviews all 
saying this was Benjamin’s 
Christ moment. It was a 
fix. That’s all it was.” 

In a subtler, but equally 
memorable, moment, 
Elaine and Benjamin dash 
from the church, laugh¬ 
ing, fleeing convention to¬ 
ward an unsure future. 
Then, suddenly, they stop 
laughing as though the 
consequences of their ac¬ 
tions have just sunk in. It’s 
a powerful moment that 
caps a terrific movie, but 


again it wasn’t planned. As 
they shot the scene 
Nichols was so overbear¬ 
ing the two actors instinc¬ 
tively clammed up and 
sober expressions ap¬ 
peared on their faces. In 
post-production, Nichols 
liked their transition from 
cocky confidence to uncer¬ 
tainty so much he kept it 
in. 

Ironically, when the film 
opened in Portugal censors 
felt the ending set a bad 
example for kids and 
clipped the last few min¬ 
utes. That version ended 
with Elaine obeying her 
parents and marrying the 
blonde frat boy. Por¬ 
tuguese audiences may 
have missed the whole 
point of the movie, but at 
least were treated to the 
thing most paid to see — a 
big wedding scene.

FEATURE When screen¬ 
writer Clayton Frohman

After reading the arti¬ 
cle, however, he soon dis¬ 
covered a biography 
about said refugee and 
“realized that indeed 
there was something — a 
pretty glaring omission 
— which had to do with 
resistance; that the 
monolithic understand¬ 
ing that Jews had been 
entirely passive (during 
the war) was incorrect.” 

With Defiance — in 
theatres next Friday — 


Zwick is now behind the 
stunning true story of Tu- 
via Bielski (starring 
Daniel Craig — taking a 
break from James Bond), 
the Jewish resistance 
fighter who led more 
than a thousand refugees 
through a Belarus forest 
battling German soldiers, 
starvation and bitter win¬ 
ters. 

When the director pre¬ 
sented a private screen¬ 
ing for some of the sur¬ 
vivors and ancestors of 
the actual event, it be¬ 
came clear just how im¬ 
portant this simple obit¬ 
uary-originated story ac¬ 
tually was for Zwick to 
tell. 

“It was very interesting 
to show them the film,” 
said Zwick. 

“A 12-year-old or a 14- 
year-old’s memory of an 
event like this is obvious¬ 
ly particular and 1 think 
for them it’s been an op¬ 
portunity to not just ex¬ 
press something but to 
have it shaped in some 
way.”

“It would be an interest¬ 
ing study to go province by 
province and make some 
sort of blanket cultural 
statement based on the re¬ 
sponse crowds give to a 
rock ’n’ roll band,” Roberts 
said in a phone interview. 

“There really is a huge, 
huge shift from one place 
to the next.” 

He would know. Roberts 
is in the midst of a Canadi¬ 
an tour that will bring him 
across the country. He first 
toured Canada in 2002. 
Since then, he’s criss¬ 
crossed the country ... 

“I don’t have the exact 


number,” he said. “But it’s 
a helluva lot!” 

And here’s what he’s 
found: We all love to rock, 
but we rock in different 
ways. 

“Sometimes, there are 
unbelievable shifts in the 
way people respond to 
rock ’n’ roll music,” said 
Roberts. “What you learn 


over the years is it’s not 
necessarily that they don’t 
like it — that’s the collec¬ 
tive behaviour, that’s the 
collective response. 

“So when you go to 
Saskatchewan, the re¬ 
sponse is completely differ¬ 
ent than the completely 
over-the-top, bordering on 
out-of-control response 


you get in the Atlantic 
provinces.” 

Unlike some artists, 
Roberts makes it a point to 
go coast to coast when he 
goes on tour. 

“What we’ve done right 
from the beginning is try 
to hit all 10 provinces at 
least on our run across the 
country,” said Roberts,

record labels have been 
screaming for. They’ve 
wanted variable pricing. 

But the second announce¬ 
ment is the big one: No 
more digital locks on the 
songs. 

If you’ve ever tried to 
share a song you bought 
from iTunes with a friend, 
you’ll know you can’t. 
Eveiything is locked to you, 
your computer and your de¬ 
vice. But with no digital 
rights management or 
DRM, you can do whatever 
you want with a music file: 
Move it from device to de¬ 
vice, burn copies and share 
it with friends. 

And it wasn’t Apple that 
wanted to keep DRM in 
place. Steve Jobs was calling 
for an end to digital locks as 
far back as Februaiy 2007. It 


took this long for all the la¬ 
bels to agree to drop the 
copy protection. 

But what about all the 
songs you’ve already pur¬ 
chased from iTunes? I my¬ 
self have hundreds. The 
good news is that we’ll be 
able to upgrade them to 
DRM-free versions — but 
for 30 cents a song. That’s 
still gonna hurt, but at least 
you can jailbreak the songs 
you want. 

And that’s still not all. 
When DRM disappears in 
April, any company can 
now make a music player 
that will work with iTunes. 
Up until now, the only 
portable players that 
worked with iTunes were 
all the flavours of iPod. Not 
anymore. 

Question: What does this 


means for the record labels 
now that DRM is effectively 
dead? They won’t be able to 
control how consumers buy 
and listen to music. 

Question: Will people re¬ 
spond to the variable pric¬ 
ing strategy? Let’s face it, 
the only people this will af¬ 
fect will be those who al¬ 
ready pay for music. And 
soon, there will be more 
DRM-free music out there. 

Question: Will this erode 
Apple’s market share in the 
portable music player mar¬ 
ket? The iPod is still the 
800-pound gorilla, but there 
will definitely be competi¬ 
tion ... or does Apple have 
other plans to compensate?

Mackerel with 
Dill Mayonnaise 

INGREDIENTS: 

A small bunch of fresh dill 
1 1/2 lb (680 g) new 
potatoes 
Salt 

1 tsp (5 ml) mixed pepper¬ 
corns 

Oil for greasing 
4 mackerel fillets, 6 oz 
(170 g) each 

4 tbsp (60 ml) mayonnaise 
4 tbsp (60 ml) natural 
Greek yogourt 
1 tbsp (15 ml) capers 

GARNISH: 

1 lemon 

METHOD: 

1. Put kettle of water on to 
boil. Rinse and dry dill, re¬ 
move fine fronds from 
stalks, and set both aside 
separately. 

2. Scrub new potatoes and 
put into large saucepan 
with some salt and the dill 
stalks. Cover potatoes 
with boiling water from 
kettle, return to boil, and 
cook for 15-20 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, preheat 
grill to high. Crush 
peppercorns with mortar 
and pestle or rolling pin. 


Lightly oil grill rack, lay 
fillets on it, skin sides 
down, and sprinkle with 
peppercorns. 

4. Grill fillets for 5 
minutes, then turn over, 
reduce heat to medium, 
and grill for another 5 
minutes, or until skins are 
blistered. Turn over once 
more and grill for a 
further 2 minutes. 

5. While fish is cooking, 
blend mayonnaise and yo¬ 
gourt in a bowl. Chop dill 
fronds and capers, and 
mix in. Cut lemon into 
wedges and set aside. 

6. When mackerel is 
cooked, sprinkle fiesh 
sides with salt. Drain pota¬ 
toes and remove dill 
stalks. Serve mackerel 
with potatoes, dill, mayon¬ 
naise and lemon wedges.
